THE STORY

The widow understands and grieves 
because she has no gift of her own to add. Then little Amahl 
comes forward to offer, with open heart, his most precious 
possession, a small, rough wooden crutch. And in giving it, a 
miracle occurs: he is no longer lame. 


Morning begins to break, and the Kings prepare to con- 
tinue on their way. Amahl beseeches his mother to let him ac- 
company them. Perhaps she realizes that with her permission 
she too is sending a gift to the Child; her only son, to pay hom- 
age. And so Amahl happily follows the Kings to kneel at the 
manger in the glory of the world’s first Christmas.
